A CRUEL REVENGE. 


In the records of the war office at Guate- 


mala City is the following "Santiago Ra- 
mirez a native of the town of Meta, age, 
68, occupation, planter, residence, Queral- 
tnnango, first commandant. Eighth regi- 
ment, Third division, commissioned, Bar- 
rios, Febiuary, 1885, recommissioned, Ba- 
nllo-", June SO, 1890 Same shot by order 
of general commanding division Cayotano 
Sandier, Jutiopu, Aug 7, 1890, for giving 
Information of the movements of the feder- 
al troops to the Salvadoran government 
Property confiscated " 


Behind this simple record of a soldier's 


life is a tale of love, of treachery and of re- 
venge now printed for the first time When 
it cam to tho ears and eyes of the presi- 
dent oi Guatemala he set in motion the 
machinery of the government to suppress 
it and succeeded so well that few people to- 
day know the real cause of old Don Santi- 
ago's death 


Senor Don Santiago Ramirez belonged to 


one of the most prominent families in 
Guatemala 
His family had 
become 


Wealthy raising coffee in the department 
of Quezaltenango 
He Inherited great 


wealth and at an rarly age married, ac- 
cording to hi* choi ;e, a youugladyof the 
capital His wife died a ycnt labor, l™~,,.a 
a girl bgbyS monthsold . Don Santiago 


FfcM Inconsolable •TrixTvo'Vea' thHt he would 
* never marry again, and he kept his vow 


He lavished all hi* love and attention on 
his daughter. At 18 she was one of the 
belles of her native place 


In the spring of 1888 thin came from the 
capital a young artillery officer, Colonel 
Cayetono Sanchez He was in Quezalte- 
nango five weeks, and having the passport 
to the best society of the place he soon met 
the lovely daughter of Senor Ramirez, fell 
in love with her and straightway asked for 
her hand The girl did not love Sanchez, 
and besides Don Santiago had other plans 
for her Sarrhez was told that the young 
lady was not in lov e with him iu the first 
place and that even if she were her father 
would never consent to her marrying him 
to vain Sanchez pressed his suit 
H* 


pointed to his favor with the government, 
his chance of. rapid promotion, his popular- 
ity in the army. If he had little property, 
he would soon acquire some living in a coun- 
try where the government was a military 
organization rather than A free republic. 
The old Don would listen to none of these 
reasons, and Sanchez was dismissed with 
the assurance that bis cause was hopeless. 


v Colonel Sanchez returned to the capital, 
telling the old don that no matter how long 
the time might be he could afford to wait 
for his rei enge, and he would take the first 
opportunity to execute It, 


In May, 1889, Don Santiago's daughter 


was married to a young American from 
New Orleans, who had been traveling 
through the country on both pleasure and 
business, and who had stopped long in Que- 
zaltenagoto fall in love with and marry 
Senorlta Ramirez 
Bowers—that was the 


American's name—took his bride back to 
hi* home In the United States, promising, 
however, to return soon for a long visit 


Meanw hile t he young colonel of artillery 


had been getting along in thi world He 
had been made n brigadier general in the 
army by Barillos and had married into a 
vnry wealthy and influential family But 
rumor said that his wife was not happy 
Be was cruel and n nfaithful to her, and it 
was said that he openly boasted that he 
only married her to advance himself. 
Sanchez was no doubt one of the bravest, 
as he was one of the most heartless men in 
Guatemala's army He was ambitions and 
unscrupulous to the last degree and cruel 
by nature. Young, handsome and polished 
In his manner, submissive to his superiors, 
but brutal to thoseunder him, he was an en- 
emy to be feared and a friend to be courted 


On June 23 President Menendez of Salva- 


dor was shot down at a ball at the White 
House in the Salvadorean capital, and Car- 
los. Jkzeta proclaimed himself provisional 
president of that republic The other Cen- 
tral American states refused to recognize 
the new government, and Guatemala bold- 
ly declared her Intention of avenging the 
death of Menendez Banllos began to or 
ganize his troops and burned them to the 
front, issuing a proclamation requiring all 
natives between 16 and 60 years of age to 
report for military duty 


One of the first to take the field in his 


clo. position as first commandant of his 
regiment was Don Santiago Ramirez His 
regiment was assigned to the third divi- 
sion, with which Sanchez served The lat- 
ter was one of the first to start for the 
frontier, accompanying the artillery from 
Guatemala City to the extreme end of the 
frontier, a place called Chingo The gov- 
ernment soon _ad some 12,000 troops at the 
front Salvador was massing her men as 
fe*t as she-xmld to protect her borders. 
Bamirez, with bis regiment, was at Conte- 
pecio under General Castillo, who, with 
8,000 men, was stationed On the road lead- 
ing from Salvador to guard the mountain 
passes. This was some eight miles from 
Chingo. 


On the afternoon of Sunday, July 20,1880, 


General Antonio Ezeta, with 5,000 Salva- 
domns, attacked Castillo's position and 
tiled to dislodge him with his artillery. 
Castillo had no artillery, but managed to 
hold his position until dark Word was 
•rat to Sanohez at Chingo to send up the 
artillery during the night, which he did, 
•nd at 5 o'clock the next morning the quiet 
•valley echoed with the roiir of th* conflict. 


About 10 o'clock Sonet ex w** attacked 
to j»to trout Un» outoty* th* mill ot Cbln- 


go, ana ne cperieu up a. rapid ana not; nnng 
fiom his aitiile.y Castillo, buck in the 
valley, wan bravely holding his own, but 
his foes outnumbered him, and he was 
compelled to retreat He fell back thiee 
miles, received re enforcements, and again 
made a stand, but was again defeated, and 
his men becoming panic stricken broke out 
of all semblance of order and fled 


le, was here that I made the acquaintance 


of Ramirez 


The Salvadorans after whipping the 


foiceH of Castillo formed again and marched 
on the rear of Chmgo, and Sanchez was 
caught like a rat in a trap, with foes in 
front and behind 
Ramiie^ and a number 


of other officers managed to reform some 
1 100 men and that nitflit went to the as 
sibtttnce of their compatriots hetnmed in at 
Chingo Another battle was fought the 
next day, and this time the Guatemalans 
won, 
the army of Ezeta retiring over into 


Salvador, leading Sanchez master of the 
field 
Ho immediately fell back some 10 


miles with his artilleiy and made his camp 


Ramirez was one of the last to leave 


Chingo v.ith a small body of men under his 
:omtnand 
In the confusion that followed 


Qe was sepaiated from his men 
He le- 


ported to Sanche/ when a halt was made 
The general saw and recognized him, and 
what scheme came into his mind for re- 
vtnRa for the bygone slight was only known 
to himself 
He sent Raimre/ back to the 


lemains of his regiment then otationed at 
Jutiapa, the headquarters of the army 20 
miles back, where Geneial Solares had com 
marid 
Shortly after this Solares was re- 


called to Gautemala and Sanchez was placed 
.n charge of the various divisions, with 
headquarters at Jutiapa 


On AUR 4 Ramirt/ nas sent out on a 


scouting expedition and captured seven 
Salvadoran soldieis and two spies In re- 
turning to the town two of the prisoners 
made their escape, and when Sanchez re- 
OSH ed the report of his office! Command- 
ant Ramirez, he ordered his arrest and 
condemned him to be shot with all the 
other prisoners without even the semblance 
of a tnal at sumise on the morumR of 
Aug 7 


I was sitting in my quaiters on the even- 


Ins of AUR 6 when an orderly came in and 
Infoi med me that the general \\ ished to see 
me I him led across the pla^a to his head- 
quarters and Sanchez told me that Rami- 
re? desired to speak wjth me for a few min- 
utes 


"I believe he wishes you to hujit up his 


daughter in the United States, senor," the 
fteneial said 
'«nd deliver to her some 


package of papers Please remember that 
any such things will hove to be examined 
by me before you can take them away " 


I bowed and left him, and an orderly led 


me to the prison where old Don Santiago 
was confined 
His face was haggard and 


drawn, his iron gray hair -was almost white, 
and his form was bent 
He requested me 


to be seated on the onlv chair the cell af- 
forded, and asked me how soon I intended 
going back to the States 


' I will probably go to San Francisco in- 


side of thiee months " Iiepliecl 


Well here is a package that must be 


delivered or seut to my daughter at New 
Orleans. It must not fall into the hands 
of the government 
Will you deliver it' 


Hide it, and here Is another package that 
contains nothing that I would not want 
them to see Lot them see this, but not the 
other Will yon do this for me, senorf An 
old man's blessings will rewaid you My 
property, they have told me, has been con 
Bscated 
I have appealed to tha piesident

Don Santiago then told me his history 


^nd assured me of his perfect loyalty to the 
government 
He told me of the ciroum 


•stances of his acquaintance with Sanchez 
md said that his death was Sanchez's re- 
'enge for his treatment of him as he had 
never gh en out any information regarding 
i he troops, and his men had testified that it 
i as not his fault that the pnsoneis escaped. 
<le requested me to write, or see his daugh 
ler and tell her the whole story, warning 
her never to return to Guatemala,, as she 
mitiht be molested 


I promised to do so and said goodby to 


t he old man 
I show ed the package, as in 


i ti acted, to General Sanchez as I went out 
He found nothing in it but a brief letter to 
Ilrs Bowers and a few family papeis He 
returned it to mo without comment, and I 
retired to my quarten 


Next morning brifiht and eaily the 


troops, 3,000 men, were marched out 
three miles from town to a high rectan 
f ular plateau and were formed into three 
sidas of a square There were 15 prisoners 
ti be shot, and they vrore to die together, 
vitb two executioners foi each 


Militaiy executions in Central America 


have been described before, but no one 
knows the horror of them until he has 
witnessed one. The 15 doomed men were 
ringed m one row, and their ejes were 
bandaged 
Don Santiago was pale but 


c ilm 
He requested Sanchez to let him 


make a speech, but was refused 
Thirty 


soldiers in one file stood about 15 feet fiom 
the prisoners, and at the word Bred Their 
marksmanship was so poor that hardly any 
0 the men were killed outright 
The sol 


d ers then loaded and reloaded theu guns 
and fired into the writhing, quiveunR mass 
os humanity on the ground until it was 
n otionless Ramire? was the first to fall 
and I think he waa killed instantly, for he 
d d not move again 


Shortly after this I returned to Guate 


mala City and wrote an account of this for 
p ipers in the United States, but in a few 
days my manuscript was retnrnecl to meby 
tl e government, and I was requested not f o 
write any more matter of that kind 
They 


hud opened my letter and stopped it m the 
mail 
When I returned to the United 


Slates, I forwarded the package to Don 
Santiago's daughter, with full particulars 
01 his death I received a reply thanking 
ma for the performance of a sad duty 
There was also a statement from Mr Bow- 
eri that bis wife was almost broken heart- 
ed over her father's death 


(Jeneral Sanchez pn his return to the cap- 
ital became the hero of the hour for his 
bravery during the war, and honors were 
showered on him right and left 
In an un 


lu"ky hour he aspired to become president 
apd dispose of Barillos He hatched a con 
sp racy which was betrayed to the govern 
m< nt, and Sanchez, in endeavoring to es- 
caae into Mexico across the northern fron- 
tier of Guatemala, was shot by the mguut- 
ed police with his brother 


The details of Sanchez's cruelties and 


murders In the army and of his death have 
all etui y been published 
In a lonely un- 


mi-rked grave in southem Guatemala lies 
thi body of Don Santiago Ramirez, but hi# 
death has been avenged, for Sanchez met 
thi same fate as bis victim — T M Cun 
mngham in San Francisco Chronicle 


ACCIDENT INSURANCE FOR WOMEN 


Some Difficultly In the War of Their 


Realizing of Benefit*. 


A woman who Is by no means strong 


minded, in its unpleasant, papular accepta- 
tion, was talking to some friends the other 
day 


"I wonder," she said, "if It will surprise 


you as much as it did me to find that wom- 
en are only partisflly eligible to benefit by 
an accident insurance policy 


"A woman may take out such a policy— 


In fact, she ineeds only to hint that she 
meditates such an act to be flooded with 
cuculars and besieged by agents 


"But the rules of the companies in re- 


gard to a woman are fearfully and wonder- 
fully constructed 
Suppose that a woman 


—one of the army of self supporting wom- 
en who earn their own daily bread and in 
many cases that of their families—suppose 
such a woman to have an, Insurance policy 
against accident And suppose still fur- 
ther that she is in some kind of a disaster, 
has a leg broken and is thus disabled and 
incapacitated for work 


"Does she receive the stipulated weekly 


sum scheduled as the payment for her par- 
ticular Injury' 


"Not a bit of it 
"If she had been killed, her surviving 


heirs would have profited to the extent of 
the policy, but so long as the breath of lifs 
can be kept in the mutilated body the 
woman hei self gets nothing 


"Iwo points are advanced In explana- 


tion of this course In the first place, it is 
presumed that accident insurance is only 
for people who are deprived of a whole or 
a pait of their income because of injury re- 
ceived, and it is also presumed that wom- 
en are not self supporting and that their 
income is not aftecwd if they are hurt 
This would imply that no one who is not a 
money earner would be eligible to weekly 
payments in case of injury 


'But it isn t so Any man is eligible, 


even if he never earned a cent and never 
will 
Then, too, it certainly ought to be 


the case that a woman who does earn her 
living could have the same protection 
against the lo>b of an income because of ac- 
cident as a man 
But no! She may earn 


thoutands o£ dollars a year but she is a 
woman, and therefore presumably not self 
supporting 


"Ihe second point—and I want you to 


listen to this—is that more women are in 
Jui ed than men t was talking with an tn- 
surancpman about this, and he admitted 
that there are more men hurt in the aggre- 
gate than there are women 'But' he said, 
'women are somuch more liable I o injury ' 
"I lust stared at him 
" 'You see ' he went on, 'If * car comes 


along I jump right on while a woman 
stands on the corner and just waves her 
umbiella ' 


'Yes,' I said 
'You fry to jump on tha 


car and you slip and go under the wheels 
Ihe woman stays in satety on the sidewalk, 
waves her umbrella wildly and puts out 
some man's eye with it 1 he mfn both get 
ever so many dollars a week 
The only 


person unhurt lf> the woman on whom tb« 
company declines to take risks '

h ive sprung up on every side. Nuroer» 
cms monied institutions have suspended 
because abundant assets were not 
immediately available to meet the 
demands of 
frightened depositors. 


Surviving corporations and individuals 
are content to keep in band the money 
they are usually anxious to loan, and 
those engaged in legitimate business 
aie surprised to find that the securities 
they offer for loans, though heretofore 
s: tlsfactory, are no longer accepted. 
Values supposed to be fixed are fast 
becoming conjectural, and loss and 
failure have involved every branch of 
business.

WHY THE MILLS SHUT DOWN' 


Tbe money panic was created largely 


by tbe newspapers, which, for many 
months, endeavored to excite distrust 
of the ability of the government to 
maintain its issues of silver currency 
at parity with gold 
The outward 


movement' of gold, which is now per- 
ceived to have been due to quite other 
causes than want of faith in tbe power 
of the Treasury, was attributed solely 
to this absence of confidence, and 
some color of justification for the 
theory was supplied by the apparent 
irresoluteness of the Secretary of tbe 
Treasury. 
A single word from Mr. 


Cleveland, such as that which Mr. Har- 
aison uttered not many months ago, 
would have removed tbe fears of the 
people, restored confidence and calmed 
alrjranic feeling. Everybody knowstbat 
there is an abundance of currency in 
existence, and no reasonable man can 
doubt that tbe government of this 
rich country can maintain all its issues 
at parity with gold, but the news- 
papers had excited alarm, and from 
Washington no word of strong assur- 
ance came to demonstrate to the 
people Mr. Cleveland's purpose to up- 
hold the currency. 
The President 


desired to have the Silver Purchase 
law repealed, and he would not avert 
a panic which might improve the 
chances of repeal 


But

would have come bad there been no 
silver purchase law and no deprecia- 
tion of silver, and if every dollar in 
circulation had been, beyond contro- 
versy, worth its face value. It was 
caused solely by the declared purpose 
of the Democratic party to overthrow 
the system of protection to home 
industry, which has been in contin- 
uous operation for more than thirty 
years, and under which millions of 
capital have been invested.

STEAMSHIPS. 


Tlie experiment of using petroleum 


us fuel on ocean steamers instead of 
coal has proved successful, and it is 
claimed that in the near future oil will 
be almost exclusively used. The ex- 
periment was made on the British 
steamer James Brand, which piles 
between Philadelphia and

ports,and the report submitted yester- 
day was to the effect that the oil goes 
two wd one-half times further than 
tbe coal, while only requiring one-tenth 
of tba cargo space.

ended boiler during a three days' run,

Chicago platform that, within a few 
months, possibly, he may be forced to 
conduct his business under conditions 
about which he can know nothing. The 
clearest vision cannot discern if the 
free traders will halt at free raw 
materials, or if they will reduce lightly 
or severely, or will wholly remove the 
duties upon fabrics. 
With positive 


knowledge that outright free trade is 
at hand, the American manufacturer, 
accustomed ouly to protection, might 
be in grave doubt how to adjust his 
affairs to the novel conditions. 
But 


what he has to deal with is complete 
uncertainty of what is in store for him, 
and for every sane man this must 
mean the cessation, as nearly as may 
be possible, of all movement which 
involves responsibility for tbe future. 


It is most unfortunate that the finan- 


cial disturbances, reaching a crisis just 
as the industrial troubles became acute, 
have 'partly obscured the facts from 
the people. 
It would have been far 


better if the hurtful influence of the 
anti-tariff 
agitation 
upon industry 


could have been made clearly manifest 
by the absence of all other causes of 
depression. 
Perhaps we shall have 


demonstration of this kind before the 
year is out. 
The money panic is 


likely to be short lived. 
When it 


shall end the fact of the separate origin 
of tbe commercial depression will be 
more strongly emphasized, for there 
will be no peace for the manufacturer 
and no strong revival of industry until 
the attack upon protection shall have 
spena its force.—New York Press.
